A d isp atch from 
G reensburg tells how Gov. P en n y p ack ­ 
er, of P ennsylvania, cam e to resp ite 
the m urderer. 
L ast M onday m orn­ 
ing Jam es B eattie, a re p re se n tativ e 
of th e P hiladelphia L edger, arriv ed in 
G reensburg and. in k eeping w ith his 
new spajier duties, h e prom ptly visited 
the county prison and w as ad m itted 
to th at portion of th e jail w here th e 
m u rd erer w as confined. 
D uring th e 
conversation w ith th e condem ned m an 
Mr. B eattie believed he d etected in 
K ru g er’s ram bling sto ry trac es of an 
unsound m ind. 
T he P hiladelphia cor 
resp o n d en t becam e m ore im pressed 
th at the m u rd erer w as crazy w hen he 
w itnessed one of his sudden fits of 
anger, ap p aren tly w ithout cause. 
In 
vestigation proved to th e L edger rep ­ 
resen tativ e th a t w hile th e m u rd ere r 
at tim es would talk ratio n ally and in ­ 
telligently on su b jects, th e re 
were 
tim es th a t his m ind would 
w ander 
from the point in view , and broke o ut 
into m eaningless and abusive u tte r­ 
ances even ag ain st those who have be­ 
friended him. 
On his re tu rn to P hiladelphia Mr. 
B eattie presented th e case to th e ed i­ 
tors of the L edger and a fte r co n su lta­ 
tion a re p rese n tativ e of th e L edger 
secured an audience w ith G overnor 
Pennypacker, th e re su lt of w hich w as 
the respite. 
A dispatch from C anton says th a t 
while in the S tark county w ork house, 
K ruger, then know n as R and C ulver, 
icted queerly and C aptain 
A ndrew 
W ielandt, of th e guards, a t tim es bad 
him w atched. 
At one tim e he q u a r­ 
reled with a guard over a p air of shoes 
and then tried to com m it suicide.

fastened his blanket o v er th e cell door 
to conceal his operations. 
Suspicious noises w ere h eard and 
when the door was b u rst in “C ulver” 
was found suspended by a w ire.

new spaper duties, he prom ptly visited 
the county prison and was adm itted 
to that portion of the jail w here the 
m u rd erer was confined. 
D uring the 
conversation with the condem ned man 
Mr. B eattie believed he detected in 
K ruger's ram bling story traces of an 
unsound mind. 
T he Philadelphia cor 
respondent becam e m ore im pressed 
th at the m u rd erer was crazy w hen he 
witnessed one of his sudden fits of 
anger, apparently w ithout cause. 
In 
vestigation proved to th e Ledger rep­ 
resentative that, while the m u rd erer 
at tim es would talk rationally and in 
telligently on subjects, th ere 
were 
tim es th a t his mind would

Wayne county, in tilt* lower house of 
the General Assembly has introduced 
a hill to confer the desired authority 
upon the proper officials. 
His purpose 
is to establish a State Department of 
Roads, Highways and Bridges. 
Mr. 
Wertz is one of Die bright men of the 
next legislature, and this measure lias 
been worked out after long study and 
examination of conditions. 
It lias also 
the approval of many of tin* leading 
farmers and engineers of tile state. 
The Wertz hill is drafted on the 
theory that it is too severe a hardship 
for the land owners and farmers In 
the coonties of the state of Ohio to 
pay Die entire cost for tlit* construc­ 
tion of improved highways, and Dint 
inasmuch as improved roads ure a ben­ 
efit to the entire people of Du* stat** 
of Ohio, all tux-paying classes should 
join paying th** burdens imiMised. 
If is the intention of the Dill to pro­ 
vide for the systematic improvement 
of tile public highways, following a 
plan arranged and druft(Nl by a stat** 
beard of road commissioners.

away with the Indiscriminate and buz I

highways heretofore in vogue. 
Th** hill is passed also on the idea 
that to have a permanent and im 
proved system of roads in Ohio it is 
necessary to have someone who Is r* 
sponsible for their construction, and 
that in view of the large amounts of 
money that will he necessary to have 
these nigh ways constructed, that soul* 
plat? should be adopted whereby a be 
ginning will lie mad** iii this state, 
small at first, but in the end will ere 
ate improved highways on every road 
in the state of Ohio. 
Th** appropriation provided for from 
the state treasury, together with the 
money raised in each county, will only 
ir.ake n fund to he used for itself, to 
be expended In each county in the 
state.

FOR BURGLARY 


President of the Prosecuting Attor­ 
neys' Association Says the 
Law is Dangerous. 
Columbus, 
January 
15.- President 
Harry Hoffhelmer, of tho State Asso­ 
ciation of Prosecuting Attorneys, does 
not agre*' with the views expressed at 
the meeting of the chiefs of police Of 
the state, in which the extreme penalty 
for burglary was commended. 
The 
police officers say that this form of 
crime has decreased wonderfully since 
it was made punishable with life im­ 
prisonment. 
Mr. Hoffhcimgr, who is the prosecu­ 
tor for Hamilton county, says that the 
law is dangerous. In recent years life 
imprisonment has been looked upon its 
the sole punishment that ought to bo 
meted out to murderers, 
He holds 
that a burglar, aware of this fact, will 
now kill iii order to escape being cap­ 
tured for burglary, 
There was a meeting of the legisla­ 
tive committee of this association in 
this city, a t which were present, in ad­ 
dition to the president, Messrs. Ulery, 
of Toledo; Keeler, of Cleveland; Mc­ 
Graw, of Springfield; and Zimmer, of 
Urbana.

Columbus, O., Jan. 15.—Former Gov­ 
ernor Asa S. Bushnell of Springfield, 
O., who was stricken with apoplexy 
last Monday after witnessing the cere­ 
monies attending the inauguration of 
Governor Herrick, died at Grant hos­ 
pital In this city at 1:52 this morning. 
The end came peacefully. 
All day 
long Mr. Bushnell had lain in a pro­ 
found stupor, a somewhat irregular 
pulse heat being the only indication 
of life. 
His wife and family, who 
were 
summoned 
from 
Springfield 
when he was first stricken, have been 
In almost constant attendance at his 
bedside and were with him at the last. 
Mrs. Bushnell has borne up under tho 
strain with remarkable fortitude, but 
her daughters. Mrs. McGrew and Mrs. 
Diamond, have been almost prostrat­ 
ed. 
Besides the wife and daughters 
one son, John L. Bushnell, survives. 
The body was taken to Springfield 
today for burial 
Form er 
Governor 
Bushnell 
was 
born at Rome, Oneida county, N. Y., 
Sept. 16, 1834. He came to Ohio with 
his parents when l l years old. resid­ 
ing first at Cincinnati aud since 1851 
at Springfield. 
From a position as bookkeeper he 
rose to a partnership in the Wardner, 
Bushnell & Glessner company, manu­ 
facturers of farming implements, of 
which he became president In 1880. 
He served in the Civil war. being mus­ 
tered out with the rank of captain. 
In 1885 Mr. Bushnell wus chairman 
of the Republican state executive com­ 
mittee. 
He was nominated by accla­ 
mation 
for lieutenant 
governor in 
1887 by the state Republican conven­ 
tion, but. declined the honor. 
Mr. 
Bushnell was one of tho four d e l e ­ 
gates at large from Ohicp to the na­ 
tional Republican convention at Min­ 
neapolis 
in 
1892. 
He 
served two 
terms as governor 
of 
Ohio, being 
elected in 1895 and re-elected In 1897 
Two weeks ago Mr. Bushnell divid­ 
ed three-quarters of a million dollars 
among members of h is family as a 
New Year's gift.

um has all of the therapeutic action 
of the X ray, and since th e latter has 
been known to cure superficial can­ 
cer, why could not radium be used t x 
cure deepseated cancer by applying 
it Internally, so as to bring its effects 
directly against the affected tissue’' 
‘•This application can readily be ac­ 
complished by the use of the cysto- 
scope, which also obviates the neces­ 
sity of destroying healthy tissue in 
front of the diseased portions, as la 
applying the X-ray.”

Chicago Physician Invents Instrument 
With Winch to Treat It. 
Chicago, Jan. 15. 
A new method of 
treating deep-seated cancer has been 
fuccessfully tried in Chicago.

p r o c e s s embraces the idea of apply­ 
ing radium directly to the affected lie 
sue by using an instrument called a 
cymoscope, by means of which tho 
radium can be introduced into the 
throat or stomach through the mouth.
